The Department of Agriculture has issued the following bulletin 


regarding forestry in Hawaii and the -visit of Forester Hall to the 
Ishnds recently:

' "The Territorial Government of the Hawaiian Islands wifl appoint 


as snperinterident of forestry this" winter a man ftUTtisheo'' it by the 
Bureau, of Forestry, who will-t^ke charge; of unpbrtant- projects for 
the betterma)t of the islands' forests. The: man appointed will have 
the responsibilities first of determining the location and the boundaries 
of a system 'of forest reserves, and later of superintending a great deal 
of forest planting both on public and private lands. 


'•"The forest .conditions of the islands are unHke any that prevail 


in thifc country. Mr. William L, Hall of the Bureau of. Forestry, who 
has just returned from a two months' examination of the islands, re- 
ports "oeculiar and interesting problems which forestry must solve there. 
The isJafkls contain •scarcely any forest? capable of yidding timber of 
value for lumber. Nearly all the lumber used for building purposes 
comes from the Pacific Coast. But there are several hundred thousand 
acres of fore*t land of the greatest value for protective purposes. Indeed, 
--i preat is the importance of these forests that on their preservation 


the existence of the sugrtr industry, and that is equivalent to

Up to the time ofjits election 
as Governor of Nebraska in 1900, he had never figured prominently 
in state politics and had held no public office. He was chosen as 
Senator as a result of a legislative deadlock. The present trouble comes 
of-his selling a postoffice recommendation for $1500.

The authority for this, work reached Prof. Alexander a short time 


since and he will in the near future leave for Niihau and begin h« 
purveys. If it were not for the fact that mariners are generally cog- 
nizant of Kithau's false position as regards its location on the charts, 
many a chip's muter would be taking his vessel overland instead of 
around the island by the •water route. 


Upon arrival at Niihau Prof. Alexander will work ap a couple 


of triangnlation points on Kauai favorable to making a common quadri- 
lateral on Niihau and in fixing thc«r points So will probably occupy the 
highest point on Niihan which is about 7500 feet in hritrht. The LUand 
of Lehua to the north of Niihau will aJpo be n<H for a ba«se.

At this rate, unless there should be a 
larger immigration of American settlers 
than now seems probable, the present

5 THE OLD DEBT. 


Within the past week,the Territory has been ^.enabled1 to write off nearly 


a million dollars of its existing indebtedness. ^The statement is more surprising 
than the facts really warranty for the amount written off the books by the auditor 
has in reality had no existence for two yeats. To be exact it was* the English 
loan which has only this month been credited to the Territory by the United 
States as paid, although the loan was taken up in London two years ago. 


When :Se?retary Carter was in Washington recently one of his missions was 


to complete the. transactions Tietween the Territory and the United States, as 
regards the four million dollar, debt which the national government assumed 
upon the annexation of the. islands. The Secretary of the Treasury*had just 
before Jlr. Carter's arrival, sent to Honolulu the credit for the London -loan, 
and this, h^s now, been finally "wiped off the books by Territorial Auditor Fisher. 
The Territory gained just $6,000 by the transaction, as the London loan has 
always Jjeen- carried on the books at $9&yx» whereas the United States paid off 
the bonds with. 974,000 ux coin/savin* to the- Territory the difference. There is 
an additiona] $s,bop ia bonds which 'will also be taken up* by the United States. 
Of the Original four million debt assumed upon annexation the United States 
paid $2,25i^ba in bonus of old issues, $074,00 on the London loan, and $764,576.31 
on account of the postal savings nanfc, leaving a balance tine to the local govern- 
ment of 11,039.69. Treasurer Kepoikai intends to take up bonds of fhe June, 
1806 issue for this amount and;; also for $16,060 or more, receipts from land 
sales. 


POSTAL SAVINGS DEPOSITS. 


Secretary Carter in connection vlih his Washington visit also attempted to 


settle the matter Of balances dfle>to depositors in fhe Postal Savings Bank, 
? this ^ was unsuccessful, Mr.-Hamilton of the Treasury Department advising 
hat further efforts be made to pay., the depositors. The balances due are very 
imall, running, from a few cents to a few dollars, and although Mr Carter sent 
>ut notices nearly a year ago asking, the depositors to get their money, there have 
been very few responses. It is She intention of the government now to make 
another effort fo get nd of this money, which amounts to less than $4,000. The 
reasury officials advised that tinder the act of Congress, the Territory of HawajT 
>ecarne responsible for the payment of the money and it would be illegal to use 
he fund' for any other purpose,' without necessary legislation. Both Congress 
and the legislature will have to> act before the Postal Savings account can be 
nnally settled. Otherwise the Territory is likely to have a claim presented af any 
tame for years to come. The solution of the difficulty will probably Ixuthe apt 
propnanon on the part of the legislatute of a sufficient amount to pay au-claims 
as they may be presented, and with an act of Congress, authorizing the dosing 
of the account nnally, it will not be. necessary to .keep the" fund intact '-

Mr. .Hall, who 
carefully examined the climatic conditions, believes that species, of the 
Pacific Coast, such as redwood and red fir, will do well in most places at 
the higher elevations oh the islands* An example of how a foreign 
species may succeed in Hawaii is furnished by the mesquite of our own 
southwest, which was introduced into the islands some.
